VICTORIA (B. c.) Aug. 10. (Exclu- 
sive)—Only the intervention of the 
— atmosphere is preventing the 
world from complete destruction in a 
death-dealing bombardment of me- 
teors or shooting stars radiating from 
Perseus and known as Perseids, ac- 
cording to an announcement today 
from the Little Saanich Mountain 
astrophysical observatory, the second 
largest in the world. 

Starting tonight, the earth passes 
through the densest meteoric zone 
and people of the Pacific Northwest 
will see a remarkable display of 
shooting stars, which are burned up 
only by the friction caused when 
enter the earth's a c zone. 
The peak of the display will be 
reached Wednesday night while the 
bombardment will come to an end 
on Thursday; the entire period last- 
ing three days, the announcement 
says. 


LOCAL ASTRONOMER 
COMMENTS ON PHENOMENON 


Dr. Mars Baumgardt, Los Angeles 
astronomer, commenting on the fore- 
going dispatch said: 


“There is nothing to get excited 
about as this happens every 


month there is an abundant display 
of meteors and shooting stars, due to 
the fact that the earth travels 
through the orbit of Tuttle’s Comet 
or the Great Comet of 1862. This 
comet comes back to the sun every 
120 years and when the earth, which 
travels at the rate of eighteen and 
one-half miles a second, cuts through 
it this condition prevails ” 

He pointed out that the most a 
person would be able to see during 
an hour would fifteen or twenty 
meteors or shooting stars.

The snake dance will be given this 


year at Hotevilla, a village perched 
on a high butte not far from the so- 
called third or west mesa, Oraibi. In 


five Hopi villages year two fra- 
ternities unite in nine days’ re- 
ligtous ceremonical, culminating in 
the snake dance. Scientists and lay- 
men alike trek annually across the 
desert to witness the sacred rites of 
the Hopi Indians, men of peace, as 
they pray for rain that their crops 
may prosper. 

Por the snake dance is an elaborate 
prayer for rain, based on an old In- 
dian legend. The story is of an an- 
cestral snake-youth, Ti-yo, who set 
out to find where the river waters 
went. The Spider-Woman became 
his friendly guide. Together they 
plunged to the underworld. After 
many interesting experiences, Ti-yo 


was introduced to the Sun, and went 


with the Bun to see the place where 
daily he rises. On the Sun's should- 
er, he rode across the heavens and 
learned that the greatest boon to 
man is the rain-cloud. Ti-yo then 
returned to the kiva near the Great 
Snake to learn from the Snake-Ante- 
lope men how to sing and dance, how 
to paint and adorn his body, and 
what prayer-sticks to carve in order

(Exclusive)—The sun has cast the awaited 
shadow on a certain rock, and the famed Hopi ceremonial snake dance has 
deen announced for the 2ist inst. Word was .telephoned from Oraibi to 


broadcast it. 


to bring rain-clouds. Two maidens 
gave him the charm which prevents 
death from the bite of the rattle- 
snake. And so the Snake-Antelope 
brethren today celebrate this ancient 
legend, in a nine-day rite, ending by 
dispatching rattlesnakes, prayer- 
laden, to the gods of the underworld. 

Four days after the erection of the 
Antelope altar, comes the time when, 
with earnest prayer, the snake men 
gather the rattlesnakes. This requires 
four days. At sunrise on the ninth 
day occurs the race of the young men, 


ediction of the chief priest and an 
amulet of potent charm. 

This ninth day is the day of the 
famed snake dance, the only one of 
the ceremonies which most of the 
tourists see, although others are 
equally interesting. Secretly, in the 
snake kiva, the rattlers are washed. 
Then come the dances, during which 
the priests, their bodies decorated 
with brilliant symbols of rain and 
lightning, allow the snakes to writhe 
around their necks. 

When the dancing and singing are 
ended, the snakes have been deposited 
in a wriggling mass within a cfrcle 
of corn meal about five-feet in di- 
ameter. The chief priest offers pray- 
er. The snake men dart out, pick up 
all the reptiles they can carry, and 
start on a swift run down the steep 
trails to the valleys. Here the snakes 
are released to the four-quarters of 
the earth, carrying the Hopi prayer 
for rain. 

It is primarily a religious ceremony, 
and the Hopi does not commercial- 
ize it. He does not mind the visitor 
provided that the visitor will be rev- 
erent. The rite is spectacular enough 
to attract great numbers of visitors 
every year, despite the distance of the

Must Build Highways to 
Aid Protection of Lives 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10. (4)—High- 
ways of the United States must be 
constructed in the future with «a 
view to protecting lives, and not 
merely to provide a temporary means 
of transportation, in the opinion of 
Secretary Hoover of the Commerce 
Department. |

throughout the United States and 
Canada also are necessary. he de- 
clared in a statement made public 
today by the American Road Build- 
ers’ Association. 

“Uniform laws by the United 
States are necessary to check the ter- 
rific toll im life and property that 
reckless automobile driving levies 
annually in America,” retary 
Hoover said. “The activity of the 
American Road Builders’ Association 
in securing such regulations should 
be supporied by the entire country 
slong the lines recommended by the 
national conference on street and 
railroad safety.”

SACRAMENTO, Aug. 10. (Exclusive) 
Revealing that greater efficiency with 
decreased cost has been accomplished 
in the operation of the State Mining 


Bureau during the administration of 
Gov. Friend W. Richardson, State 
Mineralogist Lloyd L. Root filed a re- 
port with the Governor today cover- 
ing the activities of the department 
for the past three and a half years. 

Expenditures for the fouf years 
prior to Richardson's advent totaled 
$275,998.76 for the mining division as 
compared to $143,520.87 for the three 
years under the present Governor, 
while those of the oil department 
totaled $429,761.66 as against 6581. 
218 for the four years of the prior 


erals and oils in California. During 
1919 the oil production was valued at 
$142,610,563 and the mineral uc- 
tion 633.219.439. In 1925 the value of 
oil produced in California aggregated 
8880, 000.000 and minerals practically 
$100,000,000.

GIVEN CHECK 


Ruling Forces Petitioners 
to Prove No Emergency 
Existed for Increase 


If there is to be referendum on 
the ordinance increasing water rates, 
petitioners for a writ of mandate 
demanding it will have to amend 
their pleadings and show that no 
emergency faced the City Council 
when the ordinance was passed, Judge 
Shaw ruled in a ruling handed down 
yesterday.

FOUR DEAD IN 
AUTO CRASHES 


Two Los Angeles Men Killed 
in Out-of-Town Spills 


Grade-Crossing Accidents 
Cost Second Pair Lives 


Number of Others Injured in 
Series of Smash-ups 


Four deaths from automobile acci- 
cents in or near this city or in 
which Los Angeles residents were in- 
volved, took place yesterday. Includ- 
ed in the victims were a Los Angeles 
police officer and a Los Angeles min- 
ing engineer. Two others were grade- 
crossing victims. 

The dead are Offer Clyde Mills of 
the Newton-street station; Frank T. 
Smith, a mining engineer; Edith 
Vaughn, 9 months of age, daughter 
of Mrs. Carlotta Vaughn of 102 West 
Mountain street, Pasadena, and Mrs. 
Page. a negro from Texas. Tiree - 
sons were hurt seriously in one of 
the accidents and one in another. 


CAR PLUNGES FROM ROAD 

While Officer Mills was driving 
touth on the coast highway, his car 
plunged from the roed ten miles 
north of Oceanside, turned over and 
caught fire. Mills was pinned under- 
neath and was extricated by the aid 
of passing motorists, but not before 
his right arm, chest and face were 
terribly burned; he died a short time 
afterward in San Diego County Hos- 
pital. Hazel Crown, 29; Edward 
Schumacher, 13, and Rose Nerris, 14, 
passengers in the car, were cut and 
brufsed. The locking of the brakes 
on Milis’s car was believed to have 
caused the accident. 

Mills was 32 and was appointed a 
policeman in March, 1923. He lived 
at 1052 West Fifty-fourth street. He 
leaves his widow. 
„Smith was killed when hies car 
turned on a curve on the Tono- 
pah-Go Id highway. He was a 
graduate of the University of Nevada, 
class of 1903, had spent much time in 
the Nevada mining districts, and was 
superintendent st the time of his 
Geath of a retreatment plant at the 
Goldfield Consolidated mill. His wid- 
ow lives in Los Angeles. 


FIVE OTHERS INJURED 
The accident in which the Vaughn 
child met death took place at the

Pacific, near Fillmore. Injured seri- 
cusly in this accident were Mrs. 
Vaughn, mother of the child, who 
suffered numerous fractures: Mrs.

Rebecca Devore cf hip 
broken. Roscoe Devore, 7, and Eloda 
Devore, 14, were hurt slightly. The 
injured were taken to the Ventura 
County Hospital.
